BERLIN DIARY 
by Ann Morfon 

The city of West Berlin is very 
flat, and the absence of hills 
makes bicycle riding very plea- 
sant, Recently I rented a bicycle 
ath explored a small area of the 
city. 

We live in the Zehlendorf séc- 
tion, where comparatively little 
damage was done during ihe World 
War II bombings. The houses that 
can be seén enclosed by trees and 
sirubs far back from the street 
are of stucco, stone or brick con- 
struction. ; 

Berliners attribute their clean 
air—the Berlin Luft—partly to the 
abundance of trees, It has been 
a rainy stimmer, so everything is 
Still green and lush. Flowers and 
hanging plants are everywhere. 
Trees are very important to Ber- 
liners, There is a heavy fine for 
cutting down a tree, and it must 
be replaced by two trees. 

Little parks abound; a shady 
glen dotted with benches and play- 
ground equipment can be found 
often along the streets. A bicycle 
cannot be ridden along the paths, 
as they are used by walkers. 

Most streets lave a bicycle path 
running along between them and 
the sidéwalks, Bicycles have their 
own spéed limits and traffic 
lights. To accomodate the many 
cycling shoppers, bike racks can 
bé found outside coi most shops 
and banks. It is common to see 
middle-aged or older people ped- 
alling along with a cloth or net 
shopping bag for their groceries. 
German scliool children are easi- 
ly técogtiized by the knapsacks 
they wear to and from school, 

As I peda! along, I enjoy reading 
and ttying to pronotnce the street 
names: Potsdanier, Chatisee, Lin- 
denthaler Allee, Finklestein Allée, 
Onkel-Tom Strasse. Military and 
political events inspired some 
names stich as Glay Allee, Adolf- 
strasse, Adénaurplatz. : 

The city seems quieter than Am- 

erican cities. Truck cabs pull dou- 
ble trailers, and trucks are tiot 
allowed on the toads on Sunday. 
Traffic ‘is ustially light, and horn 
blowing is illegal. It took us a 
while to get used to seeing so 
many small cars; an otcasional 
camper vati looks out of place 
here. Police drive Volkswagen 
beetles, and ambulances are small 
pink Mercedes-Benz wagons. 
_ Occasionally the silence is bro- 
ken hy the haunting two-note siren 
so reminiscent of World War It 
movies. The siren is only used at 
intersections, so even that noise 
does not sound for long, 

The absolutely clean sidewalks 
ate made of geométrical pieces of 
concrete bordered by sali cob- 
blestones. Some of the side streets 
aré still made of cobblestones, but 
most streets are newly surfaced,
